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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With reference to the amendment, Timbrook 
discloses perforated lines (along line 14). Applicant argues that Timbrook does not disclose an open base. However, Timbrook discloses, 
as applicant points out, that the container may be formed as a sleeve (col. 1: 20-25). Merriam Webster defines a sleeve as an open ended 
tubular packaging. Therefore, since the packaging is open-ended, Timbrook discloses an open base. Applicant argues that Buchman does 
not disclose a gap between sidewalls and an edge of the pallet. Merriam Webster defines a gap as a separation of space. Therefore, 
since there is a separation of space between the sidewalls and the edge of the pallet (figs 5, 6), Buchman discloses a gap between 
sidewalls and an edge of the pallet. Applicant argues that Timbrook does not disclose a top of the pallet that is both planar and solid. 
Merriam Webster defines planar as lying on a plane and solid as good substantial quality. Timbrook discloses that the container is sized to 
fit on a standard pallet (col. 1 : 20-25), which therefore the pallet lies on a plane and is of good substantial quality, as the pallet supports the 
container. Therefore, Timbrook discloses a top of the pallet that is both planar and solid. 
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
